“It cannot be said because the cus- 
tomer only paid a part of the purchase 
price or did not receive the stocks im- 
mediately in hand, that it was 4 
gambling transaction,” states the ref- 
eree. “The stocks were purchased 
through the broker upon the New York 
Stock Exchange, and were delivered to 
the agents in accordance with the rules 
of the exchange. 

The $1167.75 claim of W. F. Ash- 
bridge, involves the construction of 
the California amendment to the Con- 
stitution. In this case, the broker 
notified his customer that all orders 
for the purchase and sale of stocks 
would be received and executed with 
the understanding that actual delivery 
was contemplated. On a credit busi- 
ness, the right was reserved to close 
out any transaction when the credit 
appeared running out. 

Ashbridge ordered his broker to pur- 
chase fifty shares of Rock Island, pre- 
ferred. The total price was $1606.26, 
and Ashbridge paid $1000 on t. 
The stock was never delivered, but 
was sold at a slight profit. The ref- 
.eree rules that the claim was not to 
recover money paid on a contract, but 
to recover the amount the stock sold 
for minus the offset due the broker. 

It is held that the relation between 
the broker in California who transacts 
business on the New York Stock Ex- 
change and the customer is not one 
of vendor and vendee. The broker 
is merely the agent and is bound to 
fellow directions of his principal. While 
the stock is held as security, the ro- 
lation of the broker is that of pledgee 
of the stock. 

The referee holds that the money in 
this. particular transaction, which had 
been fully executed, could have been 
recovered from the broker in an ac- 
tion at law if bankruptcy fad not in- 
tervened. In the amendment to the 
State Constitution, November 3, 1998, 
it was voted thet there should be ler- 
islation to prohibit fictitious buying 
and selling of shares. But the referee, 
in quoting a number of decisions, holds 
that the case at bar is not to be con- 
strued as coming within the provisions 
of the California Constitution, and that 
Ashbridge should be awarded 
claim. 
It is possible that an appeal may 
be taken to the Federal Court from 
the referee's decision, as important law 
points are raised.

EDUCATIONAL DRIFT. 


At the recent Trade School conven- 
tion at Milwaukee, Lewis Enstafron, 
Superintendent of the School of Me- 
chanical Trades, St. Louis, put the sit- 
uation in this way: 

“With each trade school student 
there is indroduced a human and 
humane element with which we mast 
reckon. A carpenter is not only a 

ter but is a man, and the as- 
sumption is fair that the better the 
man the better the carpenter. The 
worker at his trade is a servant of 
thé community. He must do the bid- 
ding with little choice, but as a citi- 
zen he is aisays its master, more or 
less shaping the community's demand. 
He is entitled to all the advantages 
that the community presents. His 
duty to the community as & mem- 
ber and citizen makes necessary the 
knowledge of many things. Fortu- 
nate is the trade school which can of- 
fer these things in addition without 
sacrificing its trade teachings; fortu- 
nate the trade worker who can at- 
tend such a school.“ 


At one of the east side schools in 
New York there are two distinct and 
entirely separate governments.
